He 
declared that the United States was 
honor bound to grant independence 
without further delay. 
Congressman King is one of an 
increasing 
number of 
Republicans 
in the House who arc urging quick 
action on Philippine independence. 
Mr. King is the author of a bill 
which provides that within one year 
the 
Philippine 
government, 
under 
presidential proclamation, may as­ 
semble a convention and frame a 
constitution. 
After the constitution is ratified 
by the 
Filipino people the presi­ 
dent may recognize the Philippine 
Islands 
as 
‘‘a 
separate 
and self­ 
governing nation.” The transfer of 
authority is to be completed within 
one 
year. 
Provision 
is 
made 
for 
safeguarding American 
investments 
in the Philippines and for the pro­ 
viding of coaling stations and sub- 
i marine bases in the islands by the 


ey. He recalled the cable th at Dew­ 
ey had sent to President McKinley, 
which was as follows: 
“ In 
my opinion 
these 
people 
(Filipinos) are superior in intelli­ 
gence and more capable of self gov­ 
ernm ent than the natives of Cuba 
and I am familiar with both.” 
Congressman 
King 
then 
recited 
the preamble to the 
Jones 
law, 
passed August 29, 1916, and de­ 
clared it was a definite pledge of 
independence. 
The preamble stated 
“ it is as it has always been the 
purpose of the people of the Unit­ 
ed States to w ithdraw their sov­ 
ereignty 
over 
the 
Philippine 
Is­ 
lands and to recognize their ind^H 
pendence as soon as a stable gov­ 
ernm ent can be established there­ 
in.” 
Congressman 
King 
stated 
there 
was no question but that the Fili­ 
pinos had established the specified 
stable 
government and. 
therefore, 
it is the solemn duty of the United 
States to grant the promised inde­ 
pendence.
